Novice Corner 


PROPOSAL WOULD CHANGE 222-MHz BAND 

The FCC has issued a Notice of Proposal Rule 
Making that would make several changes in the 
222-MHz band. The NPRM, (Notice of Froposal 
Rule Making) in PR Docket 92-289, is in 
response to ARRL petition RM-7869 and others. 
The Commission proposes to establish а "Weak 
Signal" segment at the low end of the 222-MHz 
band, to open the entire 222-225 MHz band to 
NOVICE class operators, and to allow Novices 
to be repeater station licensees and controi 
operators ! 

The first change - proposed in the ARRL's 
RM-7869 - would establish a "Weak Signal" 
subband at 2220 - 222.15 MHz, where 
repeaters would Бе prohibited, but where all 
other types of operations could continue, The 
FCC agreed that this proposal has merit. Тһе 
Commission also said it agreed with the ARRL 
that allowing Момісав privileges on the entire 
222-MHz band was a good idea, to expose 


them їо types of operation other than 
repeaters and allowing them "To become 
proficiant in a wider variety of amateur 


service operations", the РСС said, giving them 
“Моге flexibility in selecting the mode ol 
transmission." "Choosing the appropriate тосе 
would result in a more efficient use of available 
spectrum, " the РСС said. 

In conjunction, the FCC also looked favorably 
on a petition Dy Michael C. Trahos, KBAPGC, a 
36 year old Novice-class licensee from Falls 
Church, Virginia. Trahos sought authorization 
tor Novices to be a licensees and control 
operators of repeaters on the 222 - and 1240 
wiid sands. Trahos argued inat the апасаиг 
service should follow the General Mobile Radio

repeater operations" The ARRL has not 


adopted a position on this aspect of the NPRM 
which was released December 11, 1992. We 
should hear more on this after February 23,
